Visalia Judge Defines Meaning 


of Wyllie Local Option 


Law. 


VISAT.IA, Sept. 13.—What is said to 


be the flrst decision affecting the Wyllie 
local option law rendered in this state 
was handed flown yesterday by Superior 
Judge W. R. Wallace, in tho mandamus 
action brought by J. P. Maxwell against 
the city trustees of Visalia to compel 
them to grant a liciuor license. 


The suit was brought on the ground 


that tho recent municipal election, which 
resulted In a victory for the "wets" on 
the face of the returns, virtually repealed 
the existing "dry" ordinance. 


The court held that although the anti- 


prohibitionists were successful . e.t the 
polls, the trustees are not required by 
the Wyllie law, under which the election 
was held, to grant liquor licenses. 
He 


decided that the "dry" ordinance, which 
was passed before the Wyllie law became 
operative, is stilL effective, .and that sa- 
loons which were closed by the trustees 
on July 1 cannot reopen, except in viov 
lation 
of the 
ordinance. 
The Judge, 


therefore, sustained the demurrer and 
denied the writ of mandate asked for. 


The caso will bo appealed, but mean- 


while the saloons 
will 
remain closed.

rohibition in Maine. 
The vote cast on the proposal to repeal the prohibition clause of 


the Maine constitution, is ' practically a tie. 
After nearly seventy 


years' trial only approximately half the voters of the State approve 
the attempt to suppress the liquor traffic by law. We call it an at- 
tempt because prohibition has not suppressed the liquor traffic nor 
perceptibly diminished intemperance in that. State. In some of,the 
larger cities the enforcement of the taw is a farce, and in other places 
^Jie "blind tiger" has succeeded the licensed saloon. 


The effect of this condition is bad for public morals. 
Prphibi- 


.Hon has failed to accomplish the result which' it was supposed to ac- 
:omplish. It has substituted an illicit, lawless and subterranean 
traffic for the open-licensed and police-regulated saloon,. 
Political 


corruption and contempt for the law have resulted from the change. 
The quality of the liquor surreptitiously sold and drank has de- 
clined to the degraded level the traffic has assumed under the ban 
^f outlawry. 


The situation is unsatisfactory from every point of view. It could 


•hardly be otherwise. It illustrates the evil and the futility of a bare 
majority trying- to impose its view.of a social and moral question on 
& minority that resolutely refuses, to accept the view or the conse- 
quences of its imposition and is strong enough to make the la-wr a 
mockery and a nullity. A great number of men who have no liking 
for liquor or the liquor business' resent prohibition as an /unwar- 
ranted interference with their personal liberty and an abuse of. the 
powers of government. Others are convinced that prohibition fails 
:of its objects and that it creates even worse conditions:than those it 
Undertakes to reform. Still others object on the ground that it in- 
jects an issue into politics which has 'no -proper place there 'and 
subordinates the affairs of government to. a social and moral-.ques- 
tion which confuses public opinion and brings the law into disrepute. 


Those stern and unbending zealots/who believe that the; salevand 


.use of liquor are. wrong in principle and criminal in practice will 
'listen to none of these arguments. They are alike impervious to 
the lessons of experience and to the rights of minorities.. They; close 
their eyes to the police records and the visible evidences of the futil- 
ity of trying to prevent men from drinking liquor who will get it' 
anyway they can and often drink it to excess,as defiance.to a law 
which they regard as tyrannical. Inspired by religious zeal the pro- 
hibitionists say to their opponents: "We -will make yo.u accept our 
view even, if we can't make you obey the1 law." 


They have read into the Decalogue a new commandment and 


.they insist upon putting this commandment into the organic law of 
the State. They have revised the gospels to fit their views and then; 
demand that their amendments shall .be accepted as the word of 
God and made a part of the law of the land. It is a case of pious 
'zeal inventing its own warrant of authority and then .proclaiming it 
'as a command from heaven. 
. 
.. 


But it is not worth while to quarrel.. with these goo'd1 people. 


•They mean well, but in the fervor of a moral crusade they have lost 
sight of the real purpose of government. They have become oblivi- 
ous to facts, impervious to the teachings of expedience, deaf to the 
appeals of reason, and. resolutely set against listening to anything 
that contradicts their assertions or antagonizes their methods. 


"We are right and you are .wrong .and that ..settles it," is their 


.way of looking at it. 
. 
• 


People in this frame of mind are beyond the reach, of argument. 


:Being convinced that the object they seek should be carried out, 
they are equally convinced of the infallibility of the method by 
which they propose to seek it. The .mari who'questions the wisdom 
and efficacy of their method becomes, in th'eir /eyes at-'once, a cham- 
pion of the liquor traffic and a foe to. temperance and religion. Such 
a man should be put down, not listened to, according to their idea. 
(He has forfeited his rights as a citizen by resisting their plan of 
suppressing an evil. 


So the issue stands. Prohibition is the law and the "blind tiger" 


is the consequence. To license the sale of liquor is to give legal 
sanction and protection to a curse and a crime, and they will have 
none of it.1 There can be no compromise with evil. The duty of the 
police is to suppress, not regulate the.sale of liquor. Hence the 
liquor traffic is driven to holes and corners where it compounds 
with the police and grafting-politicians and corrupts and poisons its 
patrons, paying no revenue to the State and having no responsibility 
to the 'government. The prohibitionists piously thank God that they 


. 3iave no hand in it, and "point to the condition as a proof that the 


liquor traffic is all they>declare it to be and.ought to be suppressed. 


But the condition is there, despite prohibition or rather because 


of it, and will remain till a more temperate public opinion resolves 
to adopt a more effective and less demoralizing method of dealing 
with the problem of intemperance.

Holland 
is in no danger of attack by' sea, and .her 'peaceful relations with 
other nations negative the idea that she should /spend .millions to 
resist aggression of which there is not the 'slightest 'indication. 


If the independence of Holland be'menaced at all, the menace is to 


.the landward. The Pan-.German element in the Kaiser's empire very 
much wish to incorporateHolland' in.the. .imperial., federation. In-the- 
,event of war ;with other European powers the'Kaiser, would not hes-. 
itate to occupy Holland and-from, that point of vantage menace the 
coasts of England. A great fortified, military, and .naval post at 
Flushing would be of immense strategic value to Germany in-case 
of war with .either England- or .France, or both. Perhaps that is; 
why the German press is so'anxious" for the Hollanders to fortify 
Flushing. 


Antwerp, the great seaport of Belgium, is on the Scheldt, some 


fifty miles from its mouth. Fortifications at Flushing would com- 
mand the great stream of commerce that flows in and out of Ant- 
werp and radiates from there all over Belgium, South .Holland,. 
Northeastern France and the Rhenish provinces of Germany. Ant- 
werp is the seaport for all that vast region and is the seat of an im- 
mense traffic carried on by rail and canal—principally the latter— 
through all the low countries. From far up the Rhine the com- 
merce of Germany flows by canal boat to Antwerp, thence 'to find 
•its way to the sea by the Scheldt, which has its mouth in Holland. 
A fortified post at Flushing could blocks~this commerce utterly and 
besides commanding the vast system of internal waterways radiat- 
ing from-Antwerp, would be a threatening outpost on the flank of 
England. It would'be impossible to reduce it by sea attack and the 
Kaiser's great army would be able to protect its approaches by land. 
From that point Germany could strike both 'France ahd England in 
their most vulnerable parts. 


Belgium would be. at the mercy of a strong nation holding the 


key to the gateway of her ^commerce. Antwerp lies in the lap of 
Flanders, and her only outlet to the sea is the Scheldt. The posses- 
sion of this artery of trade would add enormously to the maritime 
and military strength of Germany. It would give-the 'empire a com- 
manding position on the North Sea just across from England and 
near the eastern'end of the'British Channel.- It would'enable her to 
hold Holland and Belgium in the hollow, of her hand. 


Do these facts help explain the interest Germany takes in the 


fortification of Flushing? She cannot fortify that place herself, and 
in'time of war the fleets of England and France would prevent her 
seizing and fortifying it.

Introducing a resolution demanding im- 


mediate Investigation by the Civil Service 
Commission of Ills department, Comml- 
sloner of Streets William J. Baccus this 
morning replied to the criticism by Com- 
missioner Harry S. Anderson of his of- 
fice made at tbs time of tho fixing of 
tho budget of tho city, in which Ander- 
son charged Baccus with maintaining an 
extravagant department as the political 
bureau of the city. Baccus hurled back 
tho challenge made by Anderson 
and 


asked that his explanation of the con- 
'duct of his department be read before 
the council. 


Anderson had declared that tha ex- 


penses of the street department could be 
.cut $100,000 for tho current fiscal year. 
Baccus' reply Is a demand for Investiga- 
tion of the charges, by the folowlng res- 
olution: 
• "Resolution requesting investigation by 
tho Civil Service

.ployes of the department of streets. 
, "Resolved, That the Civil Service "

BACCUS' :-REPLY. 


The reply to Anderson is as follows: 


: Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen: If the tax- 
ipayers o£ this city could or would take 
the time to investigate the. department 
of streets, I would not reply to Mr. An- 
derson's numerous charges. 
I realize 
the taxpayers expect their .council to 
look to the conduct and management of 
all its departments. Mr. Anderson, one 
of this council, has made and published 
charges and accusations against this de- 
partment without the least investigation, 
and It Is only right that I give In a gen- 
eral way an idea of how the department 
Is conducted. 
I can say without reserve that there is 
not a department of the city govern- 
ment that is. conducted' in a more syste- 
matic or business-like mannas, than the. 
department! of streets. 'Our'-.budset'' -is 
distributed to our 'different lines of, work 
and a coraplite charge in minute detail 
Is kept of • the money spent each month. 
At any time the executive head 
the 


department can tell just what he; is do- 
ing, 
what items are runnings .over the 
estimate, where lie must make -bis cuts 
and where he must make • his : -savlngs.- 
If any, item is running over the estimate 
on account "of increased cost of material,- 
he must get a lower price on that item 
or reduce the amount used. If he is noff| 
accomplishing-, as much in the way .of 
labor as he should from any one crew 
of men,' he can Immediately locate the 
trouble and caJl on the foreman of that 
crew for 'more efficiency.' 'If • one"'cre*w 
is setting a new standard in their line 
of work he immediately brines up the 
whole force to the new standard . and 
yets the lull efficiency fiiom all his crews.:

We find we get the boat results at -.the 
least cost from our own teams, but with 
tho equipment available we must hire 
outside teams with their own outfits to 
meet the demand made upon us.

teamsters are by ordinance hired for two 
hundred (200) days In the year, so are 
of necessity laid off during the rainy-sea- 
son.

OILING OF STREETS. 


-We have found-that In the residential 
district very satisfactory results have 
ibaen obtained from the piling of streets. 
' Tbe cost the first year is more than for 
isorlnkllng, bpt in a three-year period it 
•makes a saving of approximately 60 per 
'cent. 
This work will be carried on as 
! rapidly as funds will allow, and will 
make a great saving to the city, 
i 
In the sweeping of permanent pave- 
ments wo have cut down the crew of 
hand sweepers to fifteen men, although 
'twenty men are allowed by ordinance, 
'who are only used In dowr.town districts 
•during the day. This method of sweep- 
i ing costs us 511.60 per mile. In the same 
i district we use . the 
sanitary 
suction 
! sweeper- at night for the thorough cleaa- 
' Ins so that no unnecessary dust will be 
.' raised, at a cost of $11.50. per mile. On 
: tha rest of the permanent 
pavements 
1 tho rotary broom sweeper Is usad at a 
-cost of 58.20 por mile. During; tho year 
''there was 4.SBS miles of street swept at 
a cost of $43,934.60. Had we wanted to 
' create positions we could have employed 
f a very largo crew of men under the old 
i hand sweeping method at a loss of

We have hired our own. horsesboer, and 
' now shoe all our own stock. 
During 
'the month of July tho cost

;of shoes was $1.74. Tho regular charge 
jby all competent horseshoers is $2.50 per. 


at the rate of S4 per day for the actual 
time they work. 
Everything from the 
setting of the curb, to the rolling of tbe 
completed 
street is. watched carefully 
both on private and public contracts. All 
rock, cement, asphalt, oil, etc., are care- 
fully . tested in our own laboratory, so 
that we know that all material used is up 
to the highest standard. 
The .work- is 
under the direct supervision of Mr. Howe, 
the Assistant 'Superintendent of Streets, 
who Is an acknowledged authority in this 
line, and who has the entire 'confidence of 
the-people, of our Mayor and of myself. 
The Inspectors are on baud from the 
time the work; starts In tba. morning 
until 'It stops at night,, arid watch every 
detail. During the year 1910 they su- 
pervised tho building of 8.5 miles of hew 
permanent pavement, 28.87 miles of new 
macadam street, 
2(3.2 
miles of 'new sew- 
ers and a number of storm sewers, cul- 
verts, etc., representing a total expendi- 
ture of 51,753,966.00. 
The pay roll of tliasa inspectors for Au- 
gust amounted to ,fl,972.76. 
Previous to 
July 1 the contractor paid this charge 
direct to tha men, but now it is paid 
every month out of the street fund aa 
other employes are paid. We collect the 
money from the contractor when the job 
Is finished and before an acceptance Is 
given, but under the new charter it la 
not credited to the street fund, but is 
paid into the treasury and credited as 
all other sources of income. Our propor- 
tion of this amount Is. 24.25 per .cent. In 
round figures, based on tha August pay 
roll and for ten months' work in the 
year, we would collect 
$20,000.00 and 
would be credited with bmy 54;860.00 
The difference- of $16,160.00 is a cloargs 
against us and • no allowance is made for. 
it in the budget. The same rule applies^ 
to the rent of the steam rollers and other 
sources of income from the department..

"Today we begin a new hlstoiy in the 


police department of-San Francisco," de- 
clared Chief White. "I have determined 
not to burden any of the districts with 
men who are incompetent or »rrupt. If 
changes are ..to be made these men -will 
not be transferred from place to place. 
Charges will be filed against them and 
they will be tried for dismissal from the 
employ of the city. .

CLASSES THE JURIST 


WITH PROGRESSIVES 


Court's Ruling Startles State's 
;,- 
Attorneys In Wong 


Loung Case. 


Judge Benjamin F. Bladsoe 
of 
San 
Bernardino county, presiding at the sec- 
ond trial of Tyong- Louar, in department 
.five of ,the Sir.perior Court, for the mur- 
der of Lea Chong. in Harrison street, on 
the night of September 13, 1907—Just.four 
years ago today—this forenoon complete- 
ly upsat all precedence in criminal prac- 
tice in the. State or California, by allow- 
•iiig counsel for tha accused man to make 
his opening statement to.the Jury of the 
defense that will be set up, immediately 
followlnj .the opening statement of the 
.proseoutlpn, prior.to the introduction of 
evidence for the people'.. .The same thing 
was- attempted by Attorney HughJ; Mc- 
Isaac, formerly of San Francisco; at the 
trial of Mark A. Wilkins before Judge 
Henry A. Melvin, for the murder of Ver- 
nie Carmin, in 1907, but on the objec- 
tion of Everett J. Brown, then district 
attorney, Melvin ruled against the .pro- 
cedure, and .afterwards 
the 
Supreme 


Court held In another case, where ona of 
tha points in the appeal involved the same 
issue, that Judge Melvln's ruling was reg- 
ular. 
. 
' 


The ruling of Judge Bledsoe invthe 
Wong case was no less unexpected to 
the prosecution than " was • Attorney 
Stanley Moore's motion on behalf of the 
prisoner for permission to make thei 
.statement.. Attorney Philip .M. 'Walsh of 
special counsel 
for 
tha district attor- 
ney's office, and related the details of 
the murder of Lee -to the Jury, from 
the standpoint of the prosecution, when 
Attorney Moore arose and asked permis- 
sion ,of the- court to make -a statement 
on behalf of his prisoner.- 'This brought 
Chief Deputy District Attorney Philip 
M. Carey to his feet with a" bound, and 
and the prosecution's .objections to any 
practice. Carey intimated to the court 
that'll .would be manifestly unfair to 
the interests of the people to allow the 
defense's, .opening statement to .g-o in 
before the prosecution.iad rested its case, 
and furthermore, that it was a well es- 
tablished rule in criminal practice that 
the statement sought to be forced .before 
the. Jury to counteract that presented by 
the people was not permissible until the 
defense began tha presentation of its 
case after the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion was all In. The chief deputy dis- 
trict attorney cited Judge' Melvin's , rul- 
ing in the Wilkins case and referred to 
the higher court decision - which sus- 
tained it. holding, too,'. that the Penal 
Code laid down the order of trial as he 
contended it should be..-,. 


ORDER NOT MANDATORY. 


Attorney Moore admitted that it had 
ben the_ invariable rule for the defense to 
reserve its opening statement until the 
beginning of the presentation^ of-its case, 
not only in -California, but throughout the 
other states of the union, but that in very 
recent years criminal courts everywhere 
wero breaking away from the precedent. 
.eH declared that the ordor'-of trial laid 
down by the penal code was: riot manda- 
tory upon the 
court, but' simply "a- rule 


for it to follow or not to follow, as dis- 
cretion dictated. 
Counsel declared that 
the most advanced thought in criminal 
law favored • the admission of. 'the open- 
ing statement of tha defense ImmefliatBly 
following .that ~ of the-.prosecution, and 
aald that this being tine case his client 
wag entitled to tile beeflts accruing there- 
from. '

In overruling the objection of .the pros- 


ecution Judge Bledsoa said that while he 
had the highest, regard for .tha Judicial 
ability and rulings-of Judge Melvin, he 
felt with Attorney Moore that the point 
at issue was. solely at the discretion of 
the court. He. could sea no objection jo 
the presentation of the defense to the 
jury at-the moment and directed Attor- 
ney Mooro to proceed.

This should be applied every night after having lath- 
ered and brushed your neck well with a fairly stiff brush.'

and that is the roll of fat which forms under her chin. This 


.is the: most difficult trouble to remedy; it .is impossible to ,re- 
•ioTm a'STOut neck in a day or even a week. The lines must be di- 
minished slowly by constant and hard work and by the denial 
of- much that seems. most necessary.
